CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS AT THE OPENING OF THE SIXTY-SECOND SESSION OF 


THE 


DENTAL BOARD OF THE UNITED KINGDOM 


By E. WILFRED FISH, C.B.E. 


THE loyal Address to Her Majesty the Queen 
upon the occasion of the death of King George 
VI and of Her Majesty’s accession to the Throne 
was signed, sealed and transmitted to Her 
Majesty in accordance with the Board's resolu- 
tion of February 12 of this year, and I shall 
presently be privileged to convey to you the 
terms in which Her Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to receive it. 


TRIBUTE TO MICHAEL HESELTINE 

Since we last met many of us have suffered 
a heavy personal loss by the death of our 
friend Michael Heseltine. His association with 
us began when in 1928 he succeeded Mr. (later 
Sir Laurence) Brock as the member of the 
Board appointed by the Minister of Health. 
He was then a Civil Servant of high reputation, 
an expert in matters of local government and 
health and an outstanding documentary drafts- 
man, but he found time to take a great interest 
in every aspect of the Board's affairs and par- 
ticularly in the administration of the scheme for 
bursaries to dental students which was among 
the most important of their activities. Through- 
out his term of office, he was a member of the 
Finance and Educational Grants Committees, 
of which last he became Chairman, and in 1932 
he was appointed a Treasurer. 

Acceptance of the offer of appointment to the 
joint office of Registrar of the Board and the 
Council in the following year of course meant 
resignation from the Civil Service and from the 
Board: it also entailed the assumption of duties 
which were exacting, from the multiplicity and 
great variety of the problems to be handled, 
and of a position of considerable isolation to 
one accustomed to working as part of a large 
organisation. Michael Heseltine, however, was 


fortified by the discipline of classical scholar- 
ship acquired at Winchester and New College, 
Oxford, and possessed all the high sense of duty 


which the Crown expects of its servants. From 
the moment at which he entered upon the office 
of Registrar, the interests of the Board and the 
Council became the principal concern of his 
life. His knowledge, not only of the Statutes 
and regulations by which the protessions are 
governed but of every facet of professional 
administration and of every subject’ which 
impinged upon the various aspects of his work, 
was immense. None of us ever found him at a 
loss. His clarity of thought, tine judgment and 
skill in the use of words are illustrated in his 
memoranda, many of which have been of 
inestimable value in enabling the Board and 
the Council to form their opinion on matters of 
great importance. We remember particularly 
the memoranda of evidence given by the two 
bodies before the Interdepartmental Committee 
on Dentistry. The assembling and presentation 
of this circumstantial record would under any 
conditions rank as an achievement of a high 
order: accomplished against time, with a war- 
time remnant of staff to help him, in an office 
seriously damaged by the bombing which had 
at the same time destroyed a part of his docu- 
mentary material, it was little short of miraculous. 

The debt which the Board and the profession, 
as a whole, owe to Michael Heseltine cannot be 
computed: much of it, indeed, derives from 
imponderable qualities of character. But, to 
those who knew him well, it was not the 
resources of his mind and memory which in the 
highest degree commanded their respect and 
captured their affection; it was not his superb 
craftsmanship, nor the courage with which he 
bore the grave illness overshadowing his later 
years, nor yet his wide humanity and obvious 
relish of the jest that man has made of man 
What captivated us all was, I think, his essential 
humility. He, who so often knew far more than 
we did about the matters before us, never for 
one moment allowed his greater knowledge to 
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obtrude: it did not occur to him to do so. His 
one desire was to help us, and to this end no 
service was too small for him, no effort too 
great. And so we loved and honoured him; and 
now that he ts gone, a great servant and a dear 
friend will be sadly missed. 


THe Year's Work 

Last year at this time I surveyed the current 
activities of the Board in considerable detail 
and I will now content myself with bringing 
that record up to date. 

Ihe Advisory Committee on Visual Education 
have continued their assessment of educational 
films and the number of films available in the 
library has now been increased to thirty-nine 

[he Advisory Committee on Dental Health 
Education have produced a new colour film 
which will receive its first public showing at the 
International Dental Congress this summer. 

There have been ten prosecutions during the 
past year for unregistered practice; this brings 
the total number since 1932 to 421. 

The number of new disciplinary cases heard 
during the year was eight. 

As you are aware, the amount of the annual 
retention fee to be paid in the following year 
falls to be determined at the May Session. 
A year ago, in the course of a full statement on 
the finances of the Board, I pointed out that 
the growing cost of administering the Dentists 
Acts and the probability that the Board would 
be replaced by a Council with larger membership 
and heavier responsibilities made it unlikely 
that some increase in the fee, which has remained 
unchanged since 1942, could much longer be 
averted. In 1951 the Board's income fell short of 
their expenditure by more than £5,000 and it 
appears certain that their accounts for the 
current year will show a similar deficit. The 
Finance Committee have given careful con- 
sideration to this position. They have not thought 
that it was any part of the Board’s duty to 
budget for new commitments which might be 
undertaken by their successors, but they have 
nevertheless felt that it would not be proper 
to bequeath to them a situation in which they 
must imevitably incur a heavy deficit during 
their first vear of office. As a result of their 
deliberations the Committee have seen fit to 
make certain recommendations which may 
lead you to decide that the amount of the 
annual retention fee for 1953 should be increased. 

Ihe number of names tn the Register at the 
beginning of this year was 15,551, representing 
a net increase of 224 during the preceding 
twelve months. In fact, however, 721 names 
were added in 19SI, including those of 573 
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applicants from the dental schools and 137 
with Commonwealth qualifications, both record 
figures, but the number of names removed, 
564, was also considerably larger than in 1949 
or 1950 and not far short ot double the average 
for the past twenty years. 


SELF GOVERNMENT OF THE PROFESSION 

We may with some reason surmise that the 
present session provides the last occasion for a 
Chairman’s Address to the Board and it may 
consequently be regarded as a fitting opportunity 
for reflection on the extent to which the Board 
have prepared the ground for self-government 
of the profession by fulfilling the purposes for 
which they were called into being. Perhaps the 
most important duty imposed upon the Board 
by the Act of 1921 was that of keeping the 
dentists register; and I wish to refer principally 
to that aspect of their work and to the responsi- 
bilities which arise from it. Their first duty in 
this connection was to scrutinise the applications 
for the inclusion of their names in the register of 
practitioners who did not hold a degree or 
licence in dental surgery. In the year 1922 alone 
7,269 of these practitioners were admitted to 
the register and the task of examining the 
documents of the much larger number who 
applied must have been immense: yet it was 
performed with outstanding efficiency and 
expedition. No greater service could have been 
rendered the profession and if that had been the 
only claim of the first Board on their gratitude 
it would have been considerable. In addition, 
however, they established the principles in 
accordance with which the Board have, for 
thirty-one years, maintained that standard of 
professional conduct which is required of the 
great liberal professions. 


DENTAL EDUCATION 

To .hose who have charge of the revgister, 
however, the determination of the qualification 
to be required for admission to the register 1s 
necessarily of far greater significance than the 
problems presented by the relatively small 
number who should be removed from it. Yet, as 
everybody knows, the responsibility for making 
those recommendations concerning the scope 
and standard of dental education and examina- 
tions, which in practice determine the minimum 
requirements for registration, was not trans- 
ferred to the Board, and remains with the 
General Medical Council to this day. It is not, 
however, surprising that the body who keep the 
register should display a very healthy curiosity 
concerning the manner of man they are called 
upon to register and indeed arrive at some very 
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definite conclusions about the kind of training 
that would best qualify a candidate for registra- 
tion. The Board’s evidence for the Teviot 
Committee contains just such definite conclu- 
sions on this subject; but it is equally not to be 
wondered at that the Council should have been 
moved to express their misgivings at this 
indication of the fact that their fledglings were 
beginning to feel the urge to try their wings. 
They expressed concern in their own evidence 
which accompanied that of the Board for the 
same Committee.! 

As a matter of fact for forty-five years there 
had been a dental member‘ appointed by the 
Privy Council to the General Medical Council 
to help them in matters concerning dental 
education; and since 1921 there have been 
three dental members of the Council who, 
together with the President of the Council and 
the three members appointed by the Council to 
the Board, have formed the Council’s Dental 
Education and Examination Committee. 
Perhaps I may digress to observe that great and, 
indeed, fundamental reforms may evolve not 
so much out of carefully planned dispositions, 
minutely prescribed, as out of the freedom given 
to individuals to exercise responsibility within 
very wide limits. You may think that it is an 
illustration of this fact that so far as the dental 
members of this Committee are concerned they 
have been chosen, not for any special knowledge 
of dental education which they might possess, 
but from amongst the dental members of the 
Board on the principle that one should represent 
England and Wales, one Scotland and one 
Ireland. The choice of the Council is similarly 
affected by national considerations though 
naturally it is not so restricted. 

Happily, it has always been arranged that all 
six of the appointed members of this Committee 
of the Council should be members of the 
Board also; and ever since 1921 the Dental 
Board have had special and not entirely fortui- 
tous opportunities of acquiring an extensive 
knowledge of the needs and difficulties of dental 
education and of the administration of the 
dental schools in a way not at all related to the 
problems of registration. Under the Act of 1921, 
the Board are required to allocate any money 
left over when they have discharged their other 
functions to “ purposes connected with dental 
education and research or any other public 
purposes connected with the profession of 
dentistry in such manner as the Board with the 
approval of the Council shall determine.”

This provision has enabled them to spend nearly 
£200,000 on stafling, equipping and increasing 
the capacity of the dental schools, and it has 
not been possible for them to spend so large a 
sum without learning a great deal about the 
schools they have aided. But that is not all: the 
Board have in addition spent some ¢227,000 on 
grants and bursaries to enable those who could 
not otherwise afford it to receive an education 
in dentistry. In 1921, there were in the register 
4,768 graduates and licentiates of universities 
and colleges in the United Kingdom: In 1939, 
when the bursary scheme was interrupted by the 
war, there were 8,818, representing an increase 
of 90 per cent in eighteen years; and more than a 
quarter of those registered during this period 
had been helped by the Board. 

As a result of the use of their surplus funds to 
subsidise dental education, the Board have been 
largely instrumental in bringing about the 
growth of an academic body in dentistry. They 
had had frequent consultations with those who 
were closely concerned in administering the 
schools and they accordingly felt entitled, in 
their evidence to the Interdepartmental Com- 
mittee to indicate the lines on which they 
thought, and had been given to understand, that 
dental education should develop. They also 
recommended that legislation should be intro- 
duced to enable the Board, who already were 
responsible for keeping the register, to exercise 
the necessary measure of supervision over the 
standards of admission to it through the power 
to inquire into the courses of study and examina- 
tions prescribed for a degree or licence con- 
ferring a right to registration. The Board would 
necessarily at the same time assume responsi- 
bility for the admission of applicants for regis- 
tration in the Commonwealth and foreign lists 
of the register. In order that they should be fully 
competent to carry out these additional duties, 
it was necessary that the Board should be 
expanded to include a representative of each of 
the dental licensing bodies and that, in place of 
the three members appointed by the General 
Medical Council, there should be six such mem- 
bers appointed to help the Board in matters 
connected with dental education rhese 
recommendations, which together with similar 
recommendations concerning disciplinary func- 
tions and finance in effect entailed the transfer 
to the Board of all the remaining dental func- 
tions of the General Medical Council, met, 
after some early discussion between the two 
bodies on the subject of education, with the 
support of the Council themselves and have now 
been given expression in the Bill which is before 
Parliament. 
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At the same time the Board recommended to 
the Interdepartmental Committee that adequate 
sums of money specifically designated for dental 
education and dental research should be made 
available for distribution by the University 
Grants Committee and the Medical Research 
Council respectively These recommendations 
were also adopted by the Interdepartmental 
Committee and were promptly and liberally 
acted upon by the Government. Two additional 
dental members were appointed to the Medical 
Sub-Committee of the University Grants Com- 
mittee and the profession was almost imme- 
diately relieved of most of the heavy burden ot 
subsidising dental education out of the annual 
retention fee. At the same time a great deal 
more money was made available for dental 
education than the Board could ever have pro- 
vided, and the beneficial results are to be seen 
in our schools today and in the figures of new 
graduates registered which [ have just quoted 
Similarly the Dental Committee of the Medical 
Research Council was reconstituted and, 
although the appetite of the teaching schools 
for young graduates with academic inclinations 
and the still inevitable shortage of staff may 
adversely affect independent dental research for 
some time to come, the amount of such research 
being carried out in the schools themselves 
since the war is one of the most encouraging 
signs in the world of dentistry today. 

While this transfer of financial responsibility 
to the University Grants Committee closed a 
chapter in the history of the Board and of the 
profession, the experience had given the Board 
as I have shown an unrivalled opportunity of 
observing as well as fostering the growth of the 
academic body in the dental schools. Three years 
avo this was generously recognised by the 
Council and the occasion provided an example 
of the triendly relations which had grown up 
between the two bodies. The time had come 
when the recommendations concerning the 
minimum course of study and examinations re- 
quired tor registration in the dentists register 
urgently needed revision. The last visitation 
had been carried out in 1931-32 and apart 
from a modification in the requirements for 
general and pre-dental education, the recom- 
mendations had not been revised since 1933. 
Meanwhile the academic body within the pro- 
tession had grown to robust, if not yet to its 
final, stature: but on the Council, where the 
basic sciences, together with medicine and 
surgery, are of course fully represented, this 
new and important body were not represented 
at all. Owing to the delay in legislation, the 
Council were at length constrained to set on 


foot themselves a new visitation of the dental 


examinations This step is necessary as a 
preparation for the work of revising the 
recommendations concerning the rriculum, 
but they were guided in their selection both 
of visitors and of members of the Curricu- 
lum Committee by what they thought a new

nominated six of their own members, four 
for their knowledge respectively of anatomy, 
physiology, pathology and medicine, and two 


distinguished surgeons—our own Mr. Stoney 
and the President of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of England, Sir Cecil Wakely. The 
three members of the Board who are additional 
members of the Council were also included, and 
Dr. Brocklehurst was appointed Vice-Chairman. 
The point of new and special interest, however, 
is that, for the first time, there were appointed 
to a committee set up for this purpose, six 
representatives of purely dental educatlon— 
Professors Bradlaw, Herbert, Hutchinson, 
Talmage Read, Stones and Wilkinsor The 
Dental Council proposed in the new Dentists 
Bill could not, I believe, have appointed a more 
widely representative or more competent com- 
mittee to assess the minimum standard of 
education to be required of entrants into the 
profession. The new recommendations are now 
in force and are on the point of being circulated 
to the schools and licensing bodies 


Post-GRADUATE EDUCATION 

I must add one word on continuing and higher 
education often referred to as “ postgraduate 
education,” but only to record in this context 
that it has always been a close concern of the 
Board. I may recall the series of postgraduate 
lectures proposed by Mr. Dolamore and 
delivered from 1923 to 1931. Many of these 
are still in print and the series delivered by 
Professor Brash is undergoing revision at this 
time, and will, it is hoped, be ready early next 
year. Courses of lectures were also arranged 
for those registered under the Act of 1921, which 
continued until 1933. These were followed by a 
series of seventy-four courses in the dental 
schools, and in 1939 the present scheme of 
assistance to any properly organised post- 
graduate course in the United Kingdom was 
inaugurated. The Clinical Investigation Com- 
mittee under Professor Gilmour stressed the 
need for a Postgraduate Institute where new 
clinical methods could be tested and taught; 
and the Postgraduate Bureau set up by the Board 
four years ago plays a most active part in collect- 
ing, collating and making available information 
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concerning the very considerable resources of the 
Schools, Colleges and Hospitals in this sphere 
and in encouraging their further development. 
If, then, as seems probable, this is in fact to 
be the last Address of a Chairman of the Board 
I need make no apology for trying to trace the 
growing sense of responsibility which the Board 
have shown towards dental education. Clause 
1 of the new Dentists Bill before Parliament 
says that the concern of the General Dental 
Council will be to promote high standards of 
professional education and professional con- 
duct. Members of the Dental Board have always 
been satisfied that this was also the purpose of 
those who conceived the idea of the present 
Board, and I think you will agree that there is 
no more certain way by which the new Council 
could promote high standards of professional 
conduct than by concentrating on dental! educa- 
tion; for it is a truism that a profession is as 
good as, and not better than, the men and women 
in it. I hope it may be said of this Board, that 
during its existence of little more than thirty 
years, it has played an important part in en- 
couraging the development of that academic 
body on whom we must rely to form the 
character, develop the skill, and impart the 
knowledge to the men and women upon whose 
integrity, ability and learning the reputation of 
the profession will depend in years to come. 


FOUNDATIONS 
I do not think you would wish me to conclude 
this Address without some reference to those 
earlier members of the Board who, like the 
apostle, have fought the good fight and finished 
their course: they have kept the faith. The only 
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one whom time will allow me to mention by name 
is Sir Francis Dyke Acland who was not only 
the first Chairman of the Board but Chairman 
of the Departmental Committee upon whose 
advice the Board was set up. Through these 
contacts he had had a closer concern with the 
welfare and progress of dentistry than any other 
layman. It was under his chairmanship that 
the first Board laid the foundations of the 
policy of encouraging those developments in 
dental education to which I have referred; they 
assumed responsibility for the register, took 
over and adapted regulations for the conduct of 
disciplinary inquiries, and began to preach 
improved standards of oral health to the public. 
The names of the men who have served on the 
Board revive memories of those anxious days, 
and we realise that the remarkable evolution 
of our profession which we have been privileged 
to experience in the last thirty years was no 
haphazard growth, but was fostered by great 
men both from our own and from our sister 
profession of medicine as well as by those 
laymen appointed to serve with them. 

I would like to close on a note [ have often 
sounded before. When the new Council come 
to set up house on their own account they will no 
longer send ‘additional members” the 
General Medical Council; but they are fortunate 
in that they will have six instead of three members 
of the General Medical Council on their own 
body. In this way the relationship which has 
been so helpful and all-important to our pro- 
fession will not be severed and they will still be 
working in the closest accord with the authority 
in whose arms we were cradled.

Discussion 


It is evident that, in the majority of the 
experiments in which zinc oxide and eugenol 
was inserted, there was no pulp reaction. It 
can therefore be concluded that neither cavity 
preparation nor saliva contamination resulted 
in any significant degree of pulp stimulation, and 
that, in the teeth in which other filling materials 
were used, the observed pulp changes were 
primarily the result of the filling materials 
employed. 


UNLINED SELF-POLYMERISING ACRYLIC 
RESTORATIONS 
The eflects of the self-polymerising acrylic 
filling materials were determined by the exami- 
nation of teeth in which these materials had 
been inserted into unlined cavities. The materials 
invesuigated were Dentatil, Plastofilling, Fast- 
crown, Replica and Kadon. The results of 
these experiments are shown in Table IV (p. 283) 


Discussion 
(a) Polymorphonuclear Infiltration each 
group of experiments in Table IV the results are 


listed in order of increasing thickness of remain- 
ing dentine. It is evident that with each material 


the tendency to polymorphonuclear infiltration 
is greater in those teeth in which the cavity more 
nearly approaches the pulp. However, further 
examination of Table [IV shows that those teeth 
in which there was a marked infiltration with 
polymorphonuclear leucocytes, despite a rela- 
tively shallow cavity, were usually teeth extracted 
within ten days of filling. It appears likely that 
polymorphonuclear infiltration is closely related 
to experiment-duration as well as to cavity 
depth. 

(hb) Generalised Cellular Infiltration of Pulp. 
Table IV shows that, in general, generalised 
cellular infiltration of the pulp (column 6) was 
associated with polymorphonuclear infiltration 
in the region of the odontoblast layer (column 5). 
As with the latter factor, comparatively little 
difference was noted between the various 
materials employed. 

(c) Secondary Dentine Formation.—tig. 
shows the incidence of secondary dentine 
formation in those teeth filled with unlined sel!- 


polymerising acrylic related to thickness of 


remaining dentine and experiment duration. It 
will be seen that, with one exception, no secon- 
dary dentine was found in teeth extracted within 
fourteen days of filling. In this exception (Exp. 
No. 24) there was also irregular secondary 
dentine formation in parts of the pulp remote 
from the experimental cavity. 

Reference to Table [V also shows that there 
is no close co-relation between secondary dentine 
formation and either polymorphonuclear infil- 
tration or general cellular infiltration of the pulp. 
This absence of co-relation is to be expected,

for cellular infiltration is an early manifestation 
of pulpal irritation whilst, as shown in fig. 
(p. 284), secondary dentine is rarely demonstrable 
within the first fourteen days after filling. 

(d) Aspiration of Odontoblasts.—Aspiration 
of odontoblasts was found beneath cavities 
filled with each of the self-polymerising acrylics, 
and fig. 8 shows that this aspiration was most 
commonly found in teeth extracted within seven 
days of filling. 

It is evident that each of the self-polymerising 
resins employed is capable of causing poly- 
morphonuclear infiltration, generalised cellular 
infiltration of the pulp, secondary dentine 
formation and aspiration of the odontoblasts. 
Pulp infiltration either by polymorphonuclear 
cells in the odontoblast layer or by inflammatory 


cells in the rest of the pulp tissue was present in 
14 of the 15 teeth in which the cavities extended 
to within | mm. of the pulp. 
MODIFICATION OF PULP RESPONSE TO DENTAFIL 
BY CAviTy LININGS 

Table V shows the pulp response to Dentafil 
fillings when zinc oxide and eugenol, oxy- 
phosphate cement, acrylic in chloroform and 
cellulose acetate in acetone were employed as 
cavity linings, and the results of the experiments 
in which Dentafil was used unlined are included 
in this table for comparison (p. 285).

PREVIOUS LITERATURE 

Ihe pulp response to a wide variety of filling 
materials has already been investigated, and 
details of some of the more important papers on 
this subject are listed in Table VII. Most of the 
results reported in this communication agree 
vith those described previously and, as already 
pointed out, the pulp response to lined Dentafil 
restorations appears to indicate the reaction to 
the lining material rather than to the acrylic 


However, the results obtained with unlined 
basterown restorations in the present series ol 

periments are markedly at variance with those 
reported by Lefkowitz, Seelis and Zachinsky

without the special cavity liner”) but the 
results obtained in the illustrated and 
described are inconclusive. 


Cases 


In a subsequent paper, Seelig and Lefkowitz 
(1950) record the pulp response to a faster- 
setting modification of Fastcrown that had 
replaced the earlier material investigated in the 
previous work (Lefkowitz, Seelig and Zachinsky, 
1949). The same absence of pulp response to the 
faster-setting Fastcrown as to the earlier prepar- 
ation is recorded. However, the results of only 
two experiments are described. 


In relation to Fastcrown, therefore, the 
results of the investigations reported in this 
communication are not in agreement with those 
obtained by Lefkowitz, Seelig and Zachinsky 
(1949) and Seelig and Lefkowitz (1950). These 
differing results cannot readily be explained on 
the basis of differences in experimental method. 
However, these workers do not report in detail 
the results of all their experiments, including 
cavity depth, duration of experiments, etc., and 
therefore no detailed examination of possible 
causes for the discrepancy can be made. 

The same authors (1950) also describe the 
results of experiments with unlined Kadon, 
Plastofilling and Athermoplast, and note that 
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the latter material is no longer offered to the 
profession. They found that all the materials

CURRICULUM

THE Dentists Act of 1878 laid upon the General 
Medical Council the duty of keeping a register 
of dental practitioners, and the responsibility of 
the Council in connexion with dental education 
and examinations arises quite logically out of 
this requirement. The body who keep a register 
must have criteria by which they determine who 


shall and who shall not be registered, and under 
sections 22, 23 and 24 of the I878 Act the 
Council are required to safeguard the mainten 
ance of a minimum standard of curriculum and 
examination for candidates seeking registration 


This requirement in turn necessitates the 


Council having some method of ascertaining tt 


| 
< 
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tanndard set by each of the licensing bodies, and 
there are at present eighteen of these authorities 
the United Kingdom and Eire. The sections 
the Act to which reference has already been 
made provide, theretore, that the dental licensing 
hod hall, from time to time, when required 
by the Council, furnish the Council with in- 
rmation as to the courses of study and examt- 
tions and generally as to the requisites for 
taining their dental qualifications which confer 
title to registration. The Council may also 


ippoint visitors, who may but need not be 


members of the Council, to attend the exami- 
nations and report to the Council on them. In 


this way the Council have the means of dis 
covering What standard each licensing body is 
mamtaming 


In the event of it appearing to the Council 
that the course of study and examinations to be 
one through in order to obtain any particular 
dental qualification are not such as to secure to 
the persons concerned the possession of the 
requisite knowledge and skill for the efhicient 
practice of dentistry, the Council may make 
representation to this effect to the Privy Council: 
id the Privy Council in turn may direct that 
the dental qualifications of the body concerned 
shall no longer confer a right to registration 

That is the machinery set up by Act of 
Parliament in 1878 and although some of the 
responsibilities laid upon the General Medical 
Council by that Act were transferred to the 
Dental Board in 1921, the requirement that they 
shall maintain a minimum standard of curriculum 
and examination remains a duty of the Council 

If one reflects on the practical issues which 
faced the General Medical Council in 1878 it ts 
immediately apparent that both the licensing 
bodies who held examinations and also teachers 
who prepared candidates for them would be 
deeply concerned to know what standard the 
Council would require, since any failure to reach 
that standard might deprive them of the right to 
have their qualifications registered 

It will be remembered, however, that the 
General Medical Council, to whom Parliament 
had entrusted this important responsibility, were 
composed to a great extent of representatives of 
the licensing bodies themselves, each of which 
appointed one representative to the Council. 
The Council, therefore, as clearly as the licensing 
bodies, recognised the need for providing a 
practical answer as to the required standard: 
indeed they had already evolved a solution to 
the corres poe ing problem medical edu- 
cation. The practical answer was to publish (1) a 
Statement of “the subjects which students 
should be instructed and examined, (2) the order 
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in which they should be taken, and (3) 
minimum length of the course and 


subdivisions 


Ihe Council accordingly set up a comn 
on March 21, 1879, consisting of th presenti 
tives on the Council of those authorities 
proposed to give licences in dentstt These 
were the Royal College of Surgeons of England, 
who had been granted power to examine in 
dentistry by Royal Charter on September 8, 
1859, and were already in the field, together with 
the Roval Colleges of Surgeons of Edinburgh 
and in Ireland, and the Faculty (now Royal) of 
Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow This 
committee, the first) “ Dental Curriculum 
Committee,” reported five days later when they 
submitted a curriculum “as_ ben in. their 
opinion what should be the minimum curriculum 
demanded of a student seeking a licence in 
Dentistry from any of the authorities authorised 
to confer such.” The Committee further 


suggested that “the examinations should, so far 
is possible, be of a practical character, and 
should include actual operations the 
preparation of specimens of Mechanical 
Dentistry.” 

The following Curriculum, which was sub- 
mitted by that Committee in 1879, is reproduced 
here (with certain amendments made by the 
Council in the same year) for interest

Before proceeding to the recent revision of 


their * Recommendations concerning the Dental 
Curriculum,” the Council decided to carry out a 
Visitation of Dental Examinations. The first 
such Visitation had been held in 1894 when Sir 


(then Mr.) Charles S. Tomes was appointed 
Visitor. In the recent Visitation there were seven 
Visitors—two in dental anatomy and dental 
surgery and pathology, one in_ prosthetics, 
mechanics and dental materials, one in 
anatomy physiology, one in_ general 
pathology, and one each in medicine and 
surgery. 


To assist the Council in the recent revision of 


their Recommendations the Council, following 
the precedent of 1879, appointed in 1948 a 
special committee on the dental curriculum, 
which became known as the Dental Curriculum 
Committee 

In constituting this Committee the Council 
followed their own recommendations and those 
of the Dental Board in the evidence which they 
had submitted in 1943-4 to the Interdepart- 
mental Committee on Dentistry. Both bodies 
had recommended that the Dental Board should 
be succeeded by an enlarged Dental Council to 
whom the responsibilities of the General Medical 
Council for dental education should be trans- 
ferred, and that the new Council should maintain 
a statutory education committee on which 
“additional members” appointed the 
General Meg‘cal Council should serve. 

When the® ore in 1948 the Council set up a 
new Dental. arriculum Committee, they ap- 
pointed as @ aembers of the Committee nine 
dentists and six medical members of the Council. 
The medical members included experts in 
anatomy, physiology, bacteriology, materia 
medica and therapeutics, medicine, and surgery, 
and the dentists six professors of dental subjects 
in dental schools together with the three 
* additional ~ dental members of the Council. 
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In this way the Council sought to set up as 
nearly as possible the kind of committee which 
it Was anticipated that a new Act of Parliament 
might prescribe. 

The Committee as so constituted were, 
therefore, able to speak with great authority on 
any subject related to the Dental 
Studies or Examinations Nevertheless they 
sent a most searching questionnaire to all the 
licensing bodies and dental schools asking for 
their help and advice in revising the Recom- 
mendations. After deliberating for three years, 
and with the assistance of the Visitors’ reports 
and the answers trom the Bodies and Schools, 
they produced draft Recommendations which 
were again circulated by the Council to the 
Bodies and Schools for their observations before 
finally being made operative.

COMPARISON OF THE NEW RECOMMENDATIONS 
WITH THE OLD 

The Recommendations as to General and Pre- 
dental Education remain substantially the same 
and correspond to those for Pre-Medical 
Education, except that in one small matter they 
are more strict. 

The most significant change is the division of 
the Curriculum into a period of pre-clinical and 
a period of clinical studies. The new Recom- 
mendations require at least three academic 
terms to be devoted to anatomy, physiology and 
biochemistry, and histology; though 
dental anatomy, physiology, histology 
may be included in this period, no mechanical 
or clinical studies may intrude. It is further 
required that within the period of clinical 
studies two and a half years be devoted to 
dental hospital practice instead of the two 
years previously required, and a number of new 
subjects are specifically prescribed for this period. 
The total minimum length of the course remains 
at four years, so that licensing bodies may 
extend either the pre-clinical period or the 
period of dental hospital practice. Alternatively 
they may introduce an intermediate period of 
study during which such subjects as dental 
mechanics and phantom head work may be 
prescribed together with perhaps an introduction 
to pathology as a preliminary preparation for 
dental hospital practice. This is a very good 
example of the principle that the Council has 
always been most careful not to interfere in any 
avoidable way with the independence of the 
schools and universities Rather have they 
sought, by using in their Recommendations only 
the most general terms capable of ensuring a 
minimum standard of skill and knowledge, to

anatomy has always been taught, but was not 
specifically mentioned before, and th 
course in the statutory obligations of registered 
dental practitioners and in professional ethics 
may be regarded as a sign of the tim 

There are, in addition, important changes in 
the two basic divisions of clinical practice 
dental surgery on the one part and dental 
mechanics and prosthetics on the other. To 
take the latter first, the new Recommendations 
postulate a separate course of lectures in dental 
prosthetics together with instruction throughout 
the period of dental hospital practice, thereby 
emphasising its separation from mechanics. 
This, together with the reduction of the course 
in dental mechanics to 800 hours, recognises 
the almost universal employment of technicians 
for mechanical work, and at the same time does 
not entirely overlook the present importance of a 
subject which in some form will always continue 
to be fundamental in dental practice, however 
far reaching may be our advance in preventive 
dentistry. Dental metallurgy has been trans- 
formed into * Properties of Dental Materials,” a 
tribute to the advances of chemistry and the 
development of plastics. Future dentists may 
never learn the secrets of the Bessemer process? 

In dental surgery the change is no _ less 
dramatic, for the subject as such is no longer 
mentioned in the Recommendations; it has 
been divided up and replaced by several other 
courses. In addition to the new courses already 
mentioned in preventive dentistry and paro- 
dontal course In conservative 
dentistry is now specifically mentioned. — In- 
struction in this subject is to be given throughout 
the period of dental hospital practice, and is to 
include not less than forty lectures or demon- 
Strauons as well as “Phantom Head” or 
Laboratory instruction in operatiy? technique’ 
and clinical practice. This require ent replaces 
the previous Recommendation twenty 
meetings of the Class in denta surgery. In 
the new curriculum special attenion ts to be 
paid to the treatment of children and there ts to 
be a course in “ Oral Surgery, including the 
extraction of the teeth under local and general 
anesthesia ~ in which subtect instruction is t 
be given throughout the period ot 
hospital practice 

Even this does not 
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recommended in the teaching of dental surgery 
as generally understood, for dental pathology 
has by tradition always been honoured at least 
by name in this lectureship. Now, however, a 
separate course is required in oral pathology 
under the style of ** The Pathology of the Teeth, 
their Component Tissues, and Related Struc- 
tures.” The recommendation of lectures or 
demonstrations for at least twenty hours during 
two terms, and fifteen hours’ practical work, 
pays tribute to the many research workers who 
have laid the foundations of this subject in the 
period since the end of the First World War 

There is little change in the Recommendations 
for the teaching of the general principles of 
medicine and surgery, and little room in a 
total course of four years for further expansion 
of this important section of the curriculum. 


EXAMINATIONS 

It remains to sav aqword about the Recom- 
mendations concerning examinations. Some 
Recommendations are made on the ‘* General 
Conduct of Examinations ~ which follow closely 
the corresponding ‘ Recommendations — for 
Examinations” in the medical curriculum. 

The first change to note is that “ Special 
Anatomy, Human and Comparative,” has been 
replaced by three separate recommendations 
covering examinations in the anatomy and 
development of the teeth and related structures, 
the physiology of the teeth, their component 
tissues, and related structures, and the histology 
of the teeth and their related structures; but 
these may be combined with the respective 
examinations in human anatomy, physiology 
and biochemistry, and general histology. 

The subjects included in the old Recommenda- 
tions under the general heading of ** Dental 
Surgery,” in which examinations are required, 
are now set out separately, and, together with a 
number of additions, form an imposing list: 


Pharmacology and Therapeutics 

The Pathology of the Teeth, their Component 
Tissues and Related Structures

Oral Su¢geis 

Parodontal Disease 

Orthodontics 

Prevemtive Dentistry 

Radiqogy in its Application to Dentistry

While the Recommendations provide that the 
examinetions in certain subjects may be ap- 
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propriately grouped together, it is laid down that 
the candidate’s knowledge of each must be 
effectively tested, and the following echo of the 
note accompanying the Recommendations of 
1879 quoted above, which emphasises the 
importance of a practical test of skill, appears 
at the end of the new Recommendations: 

‘** Practical Examinations should provide an adequate 
test of skill in Dental Prosthetics and Conservative 
Dentistry, and should be so arranged that any candi- 
date may be required to undergo a test in the treatment 
of Parodontal Disease or the Extraction of Teeth 
under local or regional anwsthesia."’g 
It is still true that, however much theoretical 

knowledge our graduates may have, the extent 
to which their patients will benefit depends 
ultimately on their manual dexterity and 
operative skill. It is no less true that their 
ability to operate will depend on their theoretical 
knowledge. 

Perhaps in conclusion one should say a word 
as to why the Council have made the Recom- 
mendations operative at this moment just before 
new dental legislation may take effect The 
reasons are that not only had the Council been 
particularly careful to constitute the Committee 
on the lines corresponding to those laid down in 
the new Bill, but it would obviously take the 
new Dental Council several years to carry out a 
visitation and prepare their own Recommenda- 
tions. This the Council considered to be serious, 
in view of the fact that the last revision was 
undertaken nearly twenty vears ago 


SHORT COMMUNICATIONS 


AN INTERESTING CASE DIAGNOSED AS 
A DENTIGEROUS

\ 14-year-old Malay girl from the District of 
Krian in the State of Perak, Malaya, was admitted 
to the Taiping General Hospital on 20.3.50 with an 
unusually large tumour mass protruding downwards 
and forwards from the mandible with no distress to 
the patient. 

Five years previously the patient had knocked 
against a coconut tree and lacerated the gingive in 
the mandible and lower lip 
uneventfully. 

Six months later a small painless swelling was 
noticed left of the symphysis of the mandible 

No further notice was taken of the swelling fo: 
another two years when it was noticed that it wa 
increasing in size so as to be easily noticeable. The 
swelling was still painless but was expanding rapidly, 
both intra- and extra-orally, displacing the teeth in 
the mandible.

fxamination showed the girl to be pale, anemic, 
of slight build, but active Blood examination 
showed hemoglobin SO per cent; total red cell 
count 2,300,000 and white cell count 8,750; poly- 
morphonuclear leucocytes 57 per cent; lymphocytes 
30 per cent; eosinophils 10 per cent; mononuclears 
3 per cent 

Examination of the tumour revealed an extensive 
well-detined marked expansion of the mandible 
from one angle of the ascending ramus to the other

Intra-oral examination revealed the teeth to be in 
poor condition and all incisor and premolar teeth 


were displaced. The lower left canine was missing

There was a marked expansion of the buccal and 
lingual alveolar plates of the mandible resulting in a 
lobular swelling intra-orally, involving the lower 
incisor and premolar regions. There was a slight 
give, on pressure, in this area. The lingual plates 
of the horizontal rami of mandible were expanded 
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until they met in the centre forming a bony floor to 
the mouth which resulted in the tongue being 
pushed upwards. The gingive were pink and firm 
but thinned out over the swelling, which at one spot 
had broken through and was exuding a brownish 
liquid. 

Movements of Mandible.—The norma! excursion 
of the mandible was slightly interfered with. The 
hinge motion was 100 per cent normal. The lateral 
and forward movements were affected to the extent 
of about 30 per cent. There was no discomfort 
when eating or drinking. 

Speech.—Pronunciation was poor and rate of 
speaking slowed. 

Glands.—Small painless discrete movable glands 
were felt in the right and left submaxillary regions 

The pathologist’s report on a section of the 
growth sent for examination was as follows 


Specimen is covered by stratified ep 1 with 
some inflammatory changes beneath. Bulk veclmen 
consists of dense collagenous fibrous tissue the very 
deepest part there is more cellular fibrou ssue con- 
taining spicules of bone. I hesitate to mak definite 
diagnosis on so small and possibly unrepresentative 
portion of tumour—-but the appearance sistent 
with an ossifying fibroma. The age, the sit 1 size of 
tumour are all consistent with this diagno 

Radiographs were taken and the following is the 
report of the radiologist: 

There is a marked expansion of the body of the 
mandible to form a mass with a regular rounded outline. 
The overlying cortical bone ts greatly ti i The 
junction of the mass with the posterior part of the body 
of the mandible ts sharply detined by a layer of bone of 
slightly increased density. The expanded n contains 
amorphous masses of calctum salts, and a to vhich ts 
probably the unerupted left canine. The root of this

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tooth is badly formed. There is no evidence of new bone 
formation. The condition appears to be an epithelial 
odontome of the dentigerous cyst type” (fig. 2). 

It was the general opinion of the surgeon, medical 
officer and dental surgeon that this was a case of a 
dentigerous cyst. The patient refused operative 
treatmen: and was discharged.

concerning the Dental Curriculum issued by the 
General Medical Council have now been pub- 
lished and are of great importance to the whole 


profession since they will determine the kind of 
traiming our future colleagues will receive. They 
ire naturally of even greater interest to those 
onnected with dental education, most of whom 
had ample opportunity of expressing their 
opinions, tirst during preliminary inquiries and 
later in discussion of the Drafts circulated to 
teaching authorities for comment. Since some 
proposals im the Drafts aroused vigorous 
opposition among teaching staffs, the final form 
of the Recommendations will be anxiously and 
closely scanned 
tinder the Dentists Act 1878, the General 
Medical Council has power to depute persons 
to attend dental examinations and it will be 
remembered that in fact all dental examinations 
vere visited in this way for the purpose of the 
present Recommendations The contidential 
reports of the visitors, besides being necessary 
for that reason, were also undoubtedly of value 
to the various examining bodies concerned as an 
ndependent assessment by experts. The force 
of the Recommendations lies in the power of 
the General Medical Council under the Act of 
IS7S to make representations to the Privy 
Council Won their view the course of study 
ind examinations for dental certificates of any 
iuthority are not such as to secure the possession 
of requisite Knowledge and skill. That action 
could result in registration of persons holding 
ceruificates from the particular authority being 
retused. The Recommendations are the neces- 
ary guide for teaching authorities as to what 
vill be considered appropriate courses and 
standards 
Presumably, it ts the last time that the General 
Medical Council will fulfil the task, but we may 
suppose that im will be many years betore it 
will be undertaken again by any succeeding 
body, so that the present Recommendations 
will have an important influence on dental 
education tor a considerable period and will 
doubtless be enforced, if necessary, under re- 
vised powers. The publication ts divided into 
three sections and is more detailed and clearly 
set out than that of 1933. The first section on

general and predental education, which includes 
physics, chemistry, and biology, is in effect 
practically the same. There is no time require- 


ment for this part of the course. The second 
section on professional education is divided into 
a‘ period of preclinical studies and a period 


of clinical studies.” The period of preclinical 
studies lasts at least three academic terms and 
the requirement for physiology has been 
increased by one term. [Instruction in the 
anatomy and physiology of the teeth may 
either be given in this period (which indeed 
seems its proper place) or during the early part 
of the clinical period. In contradistinction with 
what is found relating to the clinical period, 
there is no specification of the number of 
lectures or classes to be held in various subjects 
in the period of preclinical studies, and this 
seems wise. 

The period of clinical studies opens with a 
non-clinical subject: dental mechanics and the 
properties of dental materials. The minimum 
requirement for mechanics is reduced (on paper) 
from 2,000 to 800 hours, but this latter does not 
include the practice of prosthetics, which the 
2,000 hours was evidently intended to include, 
since no other provision was made for the 
practice of this branch of dentistry. Instruction 
in prosthetics 1s now to be given throughout the 
period of dental hospital practice. It is difficult, 
therefore, to say to what extent the requirement 
for mechanics and prosthetics combined has 
been reduced. There is litthke doubt that the 
intention ts that less ume should be devoted to 
mechanical laboratory procedures and more 
rather than less to chairside prosthetics. The 
total length of the period of clinical studies is 
not rigidly detined: it must include two and a 
half years’ dental hospital practice, but the final 
examination cannot be taken until four years 
of “ professional study” have been completed, 
presumably subsequent to passing examinations 
in all the predental subjects. 

From this, it will be seen that the suggestion 
which was undoubtedly entertained in some 
quarters that the total period of professional 
education should be drastically reduced has not 
been accepted The effect of the new Recom- 
mendations ts that schools and authorities can 
make some limited variation in the respective 
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lengths of the preclinical and clinical periods at 
will. During the clinical period, however, as has 
been mentioned, the minimum number of 
lectures, clinical demonstrations, and practical 
classes in various subjects is rather rigidly 
specitied and tends to be large. It is obvious that 
the General Medical Council has considerable 
faith in lectures as a means of teaching, though 
the alternative of demonstrations is mentioned 
in many places and the necessity for practical 
work is of course entirely appreciated. Perhaps 
the greatest difference in this section from the 
corresponding part of the 1933 Recommenda- 
tions is the particularity with which different 
aspects of dentistry are mentioned, and allotted 
what appear to be separate courses Thus, 
parodontal disease, the pathology of the teeth, 
preventive dentistry, conservative dentistry, 
legal and ethical obligations are individually 
specitied. This does not introduce any new 
situation into the teaching of many and perhaps 
most schools, except In so far as the close 
relationship of some of the specified subjects 
may have led to their being currently combined tn 
some courses. There is in fact something of a 
dilemma here, for it is at least as advantageous 
to study each pathological state in one course 
under the consecutive aspects of clinical findings, 
radiology, gross and microscopic pathology, pre- 
vention and therapeutics, etc., as it is to study 
the same condition among many others in sepa- 
rate courses on pathology, radiology, therapeu- 
tics and the like. On this problem each school 
will obviously make its own compromise. 

The last section on professional examinations 
contains excellent advice and few will quarrel 
with it. The recommendation that the pass 
mark in each subject should not be less than 
fifty per cent seems to mean very little, but no

Dentistry in the Salernitan School 

THE scientific awakening of Europe took place at 
Salerno in the twelfth and thirteen centuries and 
among the written records of that school there are 
references to dental treatment in chapters headed 
“de passionibus oris.” “de dentium dolore” or 
‘de mobilitate dentium.” Fever was a frequent 
cause of dental trouble, * the gums swell and bleed 
after a fever.” The Latin putredines the authoress 
points out has its root in the word puter which 
signifies brittle, liable to break, she refers to Livy 
book XXI which contains the account of Hannibal's 
crossing of the Alps, the rocks crumbled when acid 
was poured over them, “ saxa putrefacuent infuso 
aceto.” It would seem to describe a tooth attacked 
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doubt there is some reason for it. The most 
interesting recommendation is that the candl- 
date’s knowledge in each of a list of subjects 
should be effectively tested, and the list is long 
and detailed It has previously been the 
examiners’ endeavour to test the candidate's 
knowledge in as many of the relevant parts of 
dentistry as possible. If each means “all,” 
and presumably it must, then it will behove 
authorities carefully to review the detail of 
their examinations so that every aspect is 
tested in some way in some part of the exami- 
nation This should present no difficulty, 
except as regards practical tests where the 
difficulty may be very great indeed. 

Some teachers of dental prosthetics have 
recently expressed the view that the examination 
in dental mechanics ought to be abolished and 
completely replaced by one in prosthetics only. 
The Recommendations would appear to be a 
complete bar to such a step since they specif 
examination in dental mechanics, including 
practical tests, in addition to examination in 
prosthetics. 

There can be no doubt that those responsible 
for advising the General Medical Council have 
done their work well and that the Recommend- 
ations as a whole represent the consensus of 
informed opinion on dental education. It is no 
secret that at various stages important differences 
had to be settled, and it is clear that not only 
was every Opportunity given for the expression 
of opinion, but that value was attached to the 
opinions received, leading in some instances to 
important modifications of original drafts. The 
document will fulfil its purpose and should 
materially assist the schools and universities in 
maintaining and improving the standard of 
dental education.

The Dentists Register 

THE outstanding features of The Dentists Register 
for 1952, which has just been published, are the 
increase in the number of graduates and licentiates 
in dental surgery, and the decrease in the number 
under the Dentists Act 1921. The former figure 
shows an increase of 352 and the latter a decrease 
of 210. An interesting feature of the figures is the 
steady increase in the proportion of those registered 
by virtue of a degree in Dental Surgery. No less 
than 20 per cent of the additional registrations this 
year are accounted for by increases in the numbers 
of those possessing degrees as differentiated from 
those who are Licentiates only. There has been an 
insignificant decrease in those registered with 
foreign qualifications, but a very notable increase 
in the number registered as “Colonial Dentists.” 
This is particularly shown in the increase in the 


number of dentists registered with Australian 
qualifications. The number of registrations 
from Melbourne, Queensland and  Svdnev 


ha, increased from S3 to 127. If it 


could be 
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claimed that it resulted solely from an increasing 
desire by those possessing Dominion qualifications 
to obtain the benefit of further study and experience 
in this country it would be a matter for congratula- 
tion. It cannot, however, be entirely overlooked 
that newspaper claims of the high incomes of 
dentists in this country may well have had some 
effect in attracting dentists from the Dominions to 
Great Britain. The 210 Dentists 1921 
from the Register is a serious matter. It is, however, 
an indication of the type of wastage which must 
unfortunately be anticipated during the next ten 
vears. The terms of the Dentists Act 1921 were such 
that only those who were at least twenty-three years 
of age at the date of the passing of the Act could 
have their names placed on the Register. It ts 
generally known that the great majority of those 
who became registered under this Act were con- 
siderably above that age, and it follows therefore

Fluorides which have been added to the water supply 
can be removed by who do not wish to use 
fluorinated water. On the other hand, those who wish 
to add fluorides to water can do so by using the’* Fluorbox” 
of Knappwost, Tubingen. Knappwost has improved the 
method of treating teeth with fluorides by using magnesium 
silicofluoride (Cervin) in place of the sodium salt. 

Here, we give fluoride tablets to expectant mothers as 
well as to children and who have a so-called 
shortage of calcium— it is possible that too many of these 
have been used. It 1s, however, now out of the question 
to exclude the use of fluorides from the methods to be 
used in the prophylaxis of dental cartes

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A New Method of Operation for Habitual Dislocation 
of the Mandible. Review of Former Methods of Treatment. 

Methods of treatment of habitual dislocation of 
the mandible are reviewed and it is stated that these all 
aim at restricting the opening movements, or increasing 
the height of the articular eminence, to prevent luxation.

Infantile Cortical Hyperostosis. This condition, first 
described by Caffey and Silverman (1945), affects both 
sexes equally and occurs under 6 months of age, and 
Is manifested by excessive irritability, localised swellings 
in the soft tissues and periosteal thickening of various 
bones The bones most commonly affected are the 
mandible, clavicle and ulna. Fever, leucocytosis and 
anemia may also be present, and the disease may 
extend over months, but in all the cases observed by 
Caffey clinical cure resulted. Two cases are described, 
both olving the mandible, but in one of these the 
patient died of secondary infection. Case 1, a baby girl 
aged 15 weeks presented with fever and swelling of the 
face over the right side of the mandible, and died fifteen 
days later with diarrhea and vomiting. Radiographs 
revealed periosteal thickening of the whole mandible 
and no other bone was involved. At necropsy the thick- 
ened periosteum was easily stripped from the bone, and 
microscopically the periosteum was very cellular and 
forming immature bone There was no evidence of 
inflammation or trauma to the jaw. Case 2, a baby boy 
aged 4+ months presented with a swelling of the jaw, 
irritability and loss of appetite. After six weeks the 
swelling subsided but recurred two weeks later, but by 
now his appetite had improved. Radiographs revealed 
periosteal thickening of the whole mandible, and this 
was still evident at 10 months of age, although clinically 
the child was in good health and the swelling less marked. 


The authors suggest that the term infantile cortical 
hyperosto is IS & Misnomer, since it 1s the periosteum 
which thickened, and the bony changes may be 


dependent on diminution of the blood supply to the 
bone due to intimal thickening.-MATHESON, W. J., 
and MakkHam, M. (1952) Brit. med.

Determination of Urea and Ammonium salts in Ammoni-

NATIONAL HEALTH SERVICE BILL 


THE Committee Stage of this Bill in the House ol 
Lords was taken on May 13. Lord Milner moved an 
amendment to limit the imposition of charges to the 
period ending April 1954, with power for that period 
to be extended for a further twelve months. 

Viscount Swinton resisted this amendment on behalf 
of the Government saying that Parliament already had 
the power to abandon or reduce the charges if they 
found that future circumstances permitted. 

The amendment was defeated. 

Lord Ammon proposed an amendment reducing the 
charge to the patient to 10 per cent of the full cost of 
treatment, with a maximum charge of £2 5s 

In support of this amendment, Lord Ammon stressed 
the importance of young men and women seeking the 
treatment which they needed for dental fitness, saying 
that in their early days at the University or in apprentice- 
ship they would not be likely to have much money in 
hand to pay the charges at present proposed by the Bill. 

The Earl of Onslow opposed the amendment on the 
ground that it would reduce the saving under the Bill 
to nothing. 

The amendment was defeated. 

Lord Milner then quoted the views of the Teviot 
Committee, stressing the importance of a comprehensive 
dental service equally available to all who demanded it 
and to be paid for by the community. He said that the 
effect of the Bill would be to dissuade people requiring 
dental treatment from taking it until their condition was 
so bad that it could not be remedied, or so bad that 
their £1 would be well spent in going to the dentist 

Viscount Swinton said that this point had been met by 
the provision in the Bill that inspection should be free 
of charge. 

The Earl of Listowel moved an amendment to exempt 
expectant and nursing mothers from the charges for 
dentures imposed by the 1951 Act. He said that his 
purpose was to place expectant and nursing mothers who 
needed dentures in the General Dental Services in 
precisely the same position as those who needed other 
treatment which they could obtain free of charge under 
the present Bill. He suggested it was an anomaly that 


in all cases. 


dentures should have to be paid for while treatment 
was free. 
Viscount Swinton resisted the amendment on the 


ground that the 1951 Act was based on the principle 
that there should be no exemptions from the charges for 
dentures and this principle must be maintained 
Expectant and nursing mothers could obtain dentures 
free of charge under the Local Authorities’ Services 
While these Services were not as fully developed as they 
would like, one result of the Bill would be an expansion 
of the priority services both for expectant mothers and 
for children.

CITY OF LEEDS EDUCATION COMMITTEE 
Annual Report for 1951 


THE officers concerned are to be congratulated on the 
promptitude with which this report has been presented. 
Mr. D. E. Taylor, the Senior Dental Officer, faced with a 
loss of staff and a school population of some 69,000, 
repeats the fundamental desirability of decreasing the 
iiterval between inspection and treatment. This interval 
was lengthening and it was decided as a matter of policy 
to recommend for the Committee’s approval: (1) All 
children whose parents accepted the Committee's scheme 
should be inspected. (2) Only those up to 12 vears of 
age should be offered treatment if required at the school 
clinics. (3) Those over that age should be advised to 
seek treatment from a private practitioner. 


Exceptions were made for handicapped children, those 
receiving orthodontic treatment and those in need of 
dentures. Direct grant schools were excluded. Based on 
an acceptance rate of 84-4 per cent, this elimination left 
about 36,000 children to be inspected and treated. The 
available staff at the end of the vear numbered nine 
dental officers including the Senior Dental Officer. The 
suggested staff policy was approved and put into operation 
in April. The objective was, as Mr. Taylor puts it, to 
enable the past standard of conservative work to be 
maintained up to the age of 12. It would mean concen- 
trating on the permanent series only, but flexibility and 
expansion would depend on acquiring additional staff, 
With part-time help, equivalent to one full time officer, it 
was possible to keep the clinics open in all areas, a notable 
achievement in the circumstances, The Leeds Authority 
has been one of the urban areas contributing to the 
investigation of fluoride application. They have completed 
300 cases and are awaiting the elapse of the necessary 
year before collating their conclusions. 


Professor T. Talmage Read holds a regular consulta- 
tive clinic for cases referred by the dental officers and pays 
a warm tribute to Mr. Taylor and his staff for their 
efficient organisation and for the careful system of 
** follow-up "’ supervision Mr. Shaw, the consultant 
orthodontist, comments on the rapid strides the science 
of orthodontics has made, the ever-increasing demand and 
the almost insoluble problem of how to meet it. He, too, 
pays high tribute to the co-operation of the School 
Dental Staff especially for their help in providing valuable 
teaching material. It may very well be that the enthusi- 
astic pioneering efforts of the Leeds staff, the Hospital 
Departments, and others like them have stimulated this 
overwhelming public interest and demand. That is a 
tribute to their work. It is now a challenging social 
problem, one of the most difficult which the profession 
faces in town and country alike.

DENTAL TECHNICIANS IN THE PUBLIC SERVICE 
NEW SALARIES SCALE 


THe Whitley Councils for the Health Services have 
announced an agreement upon the salaries of dental 
technicians employed in hospitals and by local health 
and education authorities. 


The new scale provides a range of pay for apprentices 
from £86 per annum in the first year to £198 per annum 
in the fifth year. 


The basic grade of dental technician is given a~ scale 
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starting at £360 and rising to £450 per annum. Senior 
technicians and chief technicians are awarded higher 
scales, the maximum for the highest grade being £645 
per annum. 

The new scales are operative from September 3, 1951 

The scales do not apply to technicians in private 
employment.

the financial liability of the employer over the existing 
mnditions laid down by the National Joint Council 

The Employers’ representatives now sought authority 

put forward the following revised proposals in this 
matter 

The existing periods during which the technician is 
entitled to wages during sickness shall remain un- 

ltered. During the period of full pay, however (two 

weeks in any One year), the employer shall be entitled 
to make the following deductions 

(1) 26s. per week representing the contributor’s 
sickness benefit under the National Insurance Scheme. 

or (where applicable) 

(2) 45 per week representing the employee's 
benetit under the Industrial Injuries Act in respect of 
injuries sustained in the course of his employment. 

During the period of half-pay (four weeks in any 
one year plus extension in certain circumstances) the 
employer shall be entitled to deduct half of the National 
Insurance or Industrial Injuries benetits set out above. 
Wages for Grade IIL. — In October 1951 the Representa- 

tive Board gave the Association's representatives 
authority to offer a minimum wage of £6 per week for 
Grade III, to take effect not earlier than January 1, 1952. 
The Unions accepted this offer provisionally but put in a 
chim jor a minimum wage of £6 2s. 6d. for Grade III 
on the grounds that it would preserve the difference in 
wage rates formerly existing under the National Joint 
Council's scale and would give to Grade IIT an increase 
identical with the inereases awarded by the Industrial 
Disputes Tribunal to Grades I and If. 

The Employers’ Side consider that a minimum wage 
of £6 1s adequate for Grade IIL bearing in mind that it 
contains no fully skilled workers, They accordingly 
recommended that the Association should not agree to 
any further increase beyond £6 per week in this Grade 

Vacancy Among Association's Representatives. The 
Employers’ Side regretted that Mr. R. A. Budden has 
found it necessary to resign from the National Joint 
Council on account of ill-health. There was according}y 

rcancy for an additional representative of the Associa- 
tron on the Employers’ Side. 

Mr. H. in presenting the Report, said 
that, whilst the award of the Industrial Disputes Tribunal 
nught be disappointing to members at a time when their 
incomes were being adversely affected, he thought that 
they could regard the award as satisfactory in view of the 
increases which had taken place in other occupations. 
They might not be altogether satisfied with it, but he 
thought that the Trade Unions also were not too pleased 
vith 

He would like to pay a tribute to Mr. Barry's efforts 
n the matter. The case for the Trade Unions had been 
presented very ably by Mr. Craig, and Mr. Barry had 
presented the employers’ case extremely well, owing to

With regard to wages during sickness, the counter pro- 
posal which the Unions put forward was that technicians 
vith six months’ to three vears’ service should be 
entitled to six weeks’ sick pay a year, that those with 
from three to seven vears’ service should be entitled to 
eight weeks’ sick pay and that those with more than 
seven years’ service should be entitled to ten weeks’ sick 
pay, the sick pay being their full pay with the deduction 
of 26s., which was the benefit payable under the National 
Insurance Act. The Unions also proposed that there

Mileage. A revised scheme of mileage owances has 
been agreed by the General Whitley Council The 
application of this agreement to medic nd dental 
staffs requires confirmation by Committec B” of the 


Medical Whitley Council and by the British Dental 
Association. 

Lectures to Nurses... Agreement had recently been 
reached for the following fees to be paid for lectures 
given to nurses by Hospital Medical Statts: £2 2s. Od. per 
lecture by a Consultant: £1 Is. 6d. per lecture by ’ 
S.H.M.O.: £1 Is. Od. per lecture by other grades of 
Medical Staff. 

Payment to be limited to lectures authorised on any 
subject as part of the course of training. 
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Variation of Consultants’ Contracts or Security of 
Tenure.—There is no permanent legal security of tenure 
for hospital appointments of any kind. When a con- 
sultant feels that his appointment is being unfairly ter- 
minated he has a right of appeal to a Central Committee. 
Where a Board varies the amount of a part-time con- 
sultant’s service, the Board is only under moral 
Obligation to take all practical steps to find suitable 
alternative employment. Recently as a result of a review 
of contracts in certain regions informal discussions had 
taken place and the following conclusions arrived at: 
(1) Once a permanent contract had been entered into it 
should not be disturbed unless it could be clearly shown 
that altered circumstances justified a variation; (2) in 
that event due notice should be given and any notitica- 
tion made after full examination and in agreement with 
the consultants concerned; (3) where a consultant had 
given up other commitments in order to assume res- 
ponsibilities offered by a Hospital Board, the Board 
should be under some obligation to maintain the contract 
for a reasonable time, provided the consultant played 
his part. 

Matters dealt with by the Committee and Executive of 
the Group included: 

National Health Service Bill, 1952.——As the charges 
to be made are not applicable to hospital patients, 
the Group Committee reaffirmed the appropriate part 
of the Board’s Memorandum, The Development of 
Hospital Practice, *’ which reads as follows 


* The Functions of a Hospital Dental Service 

According to the new National Health Service Act 
routine dental treatment will be available for everybody 
from private and school dental practitioners or in 
Health Centres, and, therefore, whenever possible, 
patients who can obtain treatment through these 
sources should be referred there. 

The scope of the dental services in future will, 
therefore, cover: 

(a) Treatment of a casual nature for the relief of 
pain and the removal of oral sepsis. These 
patients should not form a high proportion, 

(6) Consultant and specialist services, 

(c) Treatment which will form a link in the medical 
chain for patients suffering from general diseases, 

(ad) Routine examination and treatment of dental 
caries and periodontal diseases of patients who are 
making a prolonged stay in hospital and are therefore 
cut off from other sources of treatment.” 

A copy of this document was sent to the Ministry of 
Health and other interested parties. Should the Bill in 
its present form become an Act it would be necessary 
again to draw the Ministry's attention to this document. 

Resolution from N.W. Metropolitan Division..°' That 
in view of the present inchoate state of the hos- 
pital dental service it would be unreasonable, in the 
event of a National financial stringency, to expect this 
service to accept any reduction in its present activities 
or in its immediate plans for the future.” This was 
approved and would be a guiding principle of the Group's 
pressure upon the Ministry when discussions on the 
survey of hospital dental services took place. 

Health Centre Salaries.—The Group endorsed the 
recommendations of the Remuneration Sub-Committee 
which reaffirmed the policy of the Representative Board 
on these salaries. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Association in Cardiff 
in September 1952 there would be a Group Meeting at 
which a scientific address would be given and a demon- 
stration. 

The Annual Meeting of the Group would be held in 
Newcastle, at the kind invitation of the North-Eastern 
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Division, under the Presidency of Professor Bradlaw, 
on Saturday, October 11, 1952. 

rhe tirst Bulletin of the Group would shortly be 
issued to all Group Members. The Committee will be 
glad of any suggestions for future bulletins. 

Representations had been made to the Joint Conunittee 
suggesting an adequate number of democratically elected 
dental representatives should serve on the Boards of 
Governors, the Regional Hospital Boards, Hospital 
Management Committees and the Medical Advisory 
Committees. Approval was sought for this action. 

Mr. J. P. Cocker, in presenting the Report, said that 
the salary scale offered for whole-time general dental 
surgeons in hospitals had been £900 to £1,500, rising by 
two instalments of £30 per annum, six instalments of 
£40 per annum and six instalments of £50 per annum, 
and it had also been suggested that £900, instead of £1,350, 
should be the limit for part-tme remuneration. He did 
not think that that would make any practical difference, 
because he did not think that anyone would be doing 
more than six sessions. The Hospitals Group had not 
accepted the salary scale offered because the Board had 
instructed them that the tigure should be £1,500 to £2,500, 
The Group also thought that the acceptance of the offer 
might have very serious repercussions upon the salaries 
of public dental officers. 


Mr. J. W. Givpert said that the medical side were 
asking for much more representation on Boards ot 
Governors, Regional Hospital Boards and Hospital 


Management Committees, and the dental side were 
asking for the same thing. He resented the Ministry's 
saying: ‘* Now sort it out amongst yourselves,” and he 
hoped that the Hospitals Group also would strongly 
resent it. 

Mr. J. P. Cocker said he agreed with Mr. Gilbert, 
and at the next visit to the Ministry the necessary protest 
would be made. 

Mr. F. Brook said that in some regions there was a 
very long waiting list of people wishing to enter sanatoria 
for pulmonary tuberculosis, and they had to pay the 
charges for dentures, whereas those who were in sanatoria 
did not have to do so. Tuberculosis was, by and large, a 
disease of poverty. It seemed to him that the position 
was somewhat worse now, because patients visiting 
teaching hospitals would not have to pay for their 
dentures, with the consequence that there would be 
longer waiting lists in teaching hospitals and those 
who were on the waiting list for sanatoria would 
not be able to obtain treatment at teaching hospitals 
very easily. If the Minister was not willing to remit the 
charge for dentures in the case of tuberculosis patients, 
he would suggest that the Board might approach the 
teaching hospitals and try to obtain priority for people 
suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis. 

Mr. H. C. Gray said he thought an effort should be 
made to have the Medical Advisory Committee composed 
wholly, on the medical side, of consultants and officers 
on the staffs of the various hospitals, and the hospital 
dental officer should be a member of the Committee 
That suggestion had been received very favourably in the 
Liverpool Southern Hospital Group, and he thought that 
it should be proposed generally, because the dental side 
should be represented by a member of the staff and not 
simply by dentists who were elected by virtue of their 
being members of the Hospital Management Committee 

Mr. J. P. Cocker said that the Hospitals Group would 
take cognisance of the suggestion that the Association 
should make overtures to the teaching hospitals to see 
that tuberculosis patients were given some priority but 
it occurred to him that it would be better to deal with 
the matter by getting the charge for dentures waived in 
the case of tuberculosis patients, so that they could be 
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treated by general dental practitioners also without having 
to pay for their dentures 

Mr. T. Hinpie asked whether the Hospitals Group had 
considered the question that the dental charges would 
result in many patients going to hospital for treatment, 
vith the result that the hospitals would be flooded with 


Mr. C. Lacesy Stevens, referring to representation on 
Advisory Committees, Hospital Management Commit- 
tees and Regional Hospital Boards, said that in many 
a the dentists had very little representation.

Mass Resignations.--So the Government is to save 
£6,000,000 on dental services, but to give the farmers 
£39,000,000, 

The charges to patients will have two results: 

(1) It will cause fee cutting. In all but wealthy 
practices, the patient will object to paying 14s. for a gas 
extraction, and 7s. 6d. for a local. His mind will revert 
to pre-war fees: 5s. for gas, and 2s. 6d. down to Is. for 
a local, and the onus will be placed upon the“ rapacious 
dentist to provide emergency treatment for the needy, 
at fees they can afford. Fillings, scalings, and repairs 
will also be done for reduced fees, and the way will be 
clear for the Minister to reduce our fees once again. 
We in the industrial areas know it: for we remember 
the days when treatment was often given for the Approved 
Society's grant. 

(2) Assistants, and some principals, will console them- 
selves that the school dental service will be open to them 
if the worst happens. But with more G.D.S. practitioners 
treating school children, the P.D.O.s’ position will be 
threatened, and a drift by assistants to the school service 
will make it worse. As soon as the local authorities find 
that there is an increase in applicants to the school 
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service, and a falling off in demand, due to children being 
treated in private practice, a case will be made for a 
reduction in the P.D.O.’s salary, in the sacred name of 
economy. 

If the unstable, and unsatisfactory conditions of 
dentistry lead to a fall in the number of new dental 
students, the Government have the answer. In a little 
over two years there can be ancilliaries to treat children, 
and the working classes. 

But there is a remedy for these ills. We have one 
dental association, which, if resolutely led like the 
B.M.A., could save the profession and the people's 
health service. 

With everyone's resignation in Headquarters, our 
negotiators could meet the Ministry officials on more 
than equal terms: they could demand, not beg. If the 
permanent officials tried any of their Civil Service eva- 
sions, they could be countered by the classic reply of the 
Australian delegates to the Ministry of Food officials 
when they met, in similar circumstances, in a room overt 
looking St. James’s Park: ‘Go, and throw yourselves in 
the lake.”

Dental Ancillaries.—I can tind no agreement with the 
policy of Mr. Philip Johnson in relegating prosthet 
work to dental technicians. 

There is far more satisfaction, both to the patient and 
to the practitioner, in well executed prosthesis than there 
is in conservative work which the majority of 
regard as a temporary remedy. I find, in my practice 
that patients have no objection to seeing young assistants 
for their conservative work, but, when the time comes 
(as it does to the great majority) for extractions and pro 
thesis they then ask to see the senior practitioner as this 
is regarded as something serious—-both esthetically and 
functionally. It is, in fact, in prosthetic work where the 
newly qualified man falls down and to suggest that men 
can be trained for this work in six months ts ridiculous 

What is more difficult in dentistry than to supply 
elderly patients with satisfactory new full dentures when 
they have been wearing old ones for ten years or more 
especially if due regard is paid to the vertical dimension 
the musculature of the mouth and the condylar path? 

Whatever may be the * changing conditions in dental 
surgery * there will always be a place at the top for 
first grade prosthesis which will demand a full dental 
training.-B. G. AsHwett, 2, Doncaster Road, Melto) 
Turn, Leicester.
